1. According to paper no. 9 filed on Aug. 20, 2002, the applicants have canceled claims 20, 37-43 
and 47; amended claims 1, 25, 26, 45, 48, 5053, 55 and 56 and furthermore, have added a new 
claim 58. 

2. Claims 1-19, 21-36, 44-46 and 48-58 are now pending in the application. 



3. The following amendment is made in order to correct an error in the dependency of claim 27.

The instant compounds of formulae (I) and (II), pharmaceutical compositions containing them and 
a method of using them are neither disclosed nor obvious over the prior art. In the prior art, 
Merck & Co. ( WO 98/53814 ) discloses heterocyclic amide compounds as cell adhesion 
inhibitors which are closely related to to the instant compounds. However, the closely related 
compoimds ( see compounds of claims 13-16 ) of Merck & Co. differ in structure from the instant 
compounds in having a different heterocyclic ring ( isoquinoline or pyrrole ring instead of an aza- 
bridged bicyclic ring ) and furthermore, there is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art to 
modify the compounds of Merck & Co. to prepare the instant compounds.
